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1. A state enterprise, Elprom, manufacturing electric motors, light bulbs and 
other electrical products is located in the village of Illiyantsi, 5 
kilometers northwest of Sofia. 

2. Elprom was established after the wax by confiscating the equipment of several 
privately owned electrical manufacturing plants. It employs 3500 people who 
are paid 300 to 500 levas per day. 

3o A private furniture factory in Sofia was nationalised after the war, and is 
now operated as a state enterprise, Venko Baskov, in Sofia. The manager is 
Sabi Ivanov, and technical manager is Todor Cvetanov. 

4. The enterprise is working only on behalf of the government, manufacturing 
wooden parts for military barracks. It employs about 50 workers who receive 
270 to 420 levas per day.
